TO  RECIPIENTS  OF  WATER  SUPPLY  OUTLOOK  REPORTS 


Most  of  the  usable  water  in  western  states  originates  as  mountain  snowfall.  This  snowfall  accumulates  during  the  winter  and  spring, 
several  months  before  the  snow  melts  and  appears  as  streamflow.  Since  the  runoff  from  precipitation  as  snow  is  delayed,  estimates  of 
snowmelt  runoff  can  be  made  well  in  advance  of  its  occurrence.  Streamflow  forecasts  published  in  this  report  are  based  principally  on 
measurement  of  the  water  equivalent  of  the  mountain  snowpack. 

Forecasts  become  more  accurate  as  more  of  the  data  affecting  runoff  are  measured.  All  forecasts  assume  that  climatic  factors  during 
the  remainder  of  the  snow  accumulation  and  melt  season  will  interact  with  a  resultant  average  effect  on  runoff.  Early  season  forecasts 
are  therefore  subject  to  a  greater  change  than  those  made  on  later  dates. 

The  snow  course  measurement  is  obtained  by  sampling  snow  depth  and  water  equivalent  at  surveyed  and  marked  locations  in  moun- 
tain areas.  A  total  of  about  ten  samples  are  taken  at  each  location.  The  average  of  these  are  reported  as  snow  depth  and  water  equivalent. 
These  measurements  are  repeated  in  the  same  location  near  the  same  dates  each  year. 

Snow  surveys  are  made  monthly  or  semi-monthly  from  January  1  through  June  1  in  most  states.  There  are  about  1900  snow  courses 
in  Western  United  States  and  in  the  Columbia  Basin  in  British  Columbia.  Networks  of  automatic  snow  water  equivalent  and  related  data 
sensing  devices,  along  with  radio  telemetry  are  expanding  and  will  provide  a  continuous  record  of  snow  water  and  other  parameters  at 
key  locations. 

Detailed  data  on  snow  course  and  soil  moisture  measurements  are  presented  in  state  and  local  reports.  Other  data  on  reservoir  storage, 
summaries  of  precipitation,  current  streamflow,  and  soil  moisture  conditions  at  valley  elevations  are  also  included.  The  report  for  Western 
United  States  presents  a  broad  picture  of  water  supply  outlook  conditions,  including  selected  streamflow  forecasts,  summary  of  snow 
accumulation  to  date,  and  storage  in  larger  reservoirs. 

Snow  survey  and  soil  moisture  data  for  the  period  of  record  are  published  by  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  by  states  about  every  five 
years.  Data  for  the  current  year  is  summarized  in  a  West-wide  basic  data  summary  and  published  about  October  1  of  each  year.

*  Water  supply  prospects  for  Nevada  and  the  East  Slope  of  the  Sierra  ^ 

\  are  excellent  and  should  supply  adequate  water  well  into  the  ^ 

*  irrigation  season.    Snow  water  contents  range  from  a  high  of  247  # 

*  percent  of  average  in  the  Central  Great  Basin,  to  a  low  of  126  # 

*  percent  in  the  Snake  Basin.    The  Tahoe-Truckee  is  169  percent  of  # 

*  average  and  the  Humboldt  is  167  percent  of  average.    The  snowpack  # 

*  at  low  elevations  has  an  extremely  high  water  content  when  compared  ^ 

*  to  average.    In  Western  Nevada,  water  contents  at  sites  below  7000  *

SIERRA  EAST  SLOPE 

The  March  1  snow  measurements  indicate  an  excellent  water  supply  for  the  coming 
season.    Basin  snowpack  in  the  Lake  Tahoe  drainage  is  164  percent  of  average  with 
the  Truckee  Basin  170  percent,  the  Carson  Basin  is  172  percent,  and  the  Walker 
Basin  is  193  percent  of  average. 

Storms  crossed  the  Sierra  during  the  last  part  of  February,  depositing  substantial 
amounts  of  snow.    The  SN0TEL  site  located  at  the  Mt.  Rose  Ski  Area  increased  9.5  inches 
of  water  content  during  the  six  days  from  February  25  to  March  3.    The  complete  snow 
pack  graph,  along  with  precipitation  is  shown  on  page  17.    The  Sonora  Pass  Bridge 
SN0TEL  site  in  the  West  Walker  Drainage  increased  6.4  inches  of  water  content  over  the 
same  period  of  time.    These  storms  have  basically  been  cold  and  have  increased  snow- 
packs  throughout  the  area.    Warm  rain  storms  on  the  extremely  high  water  content 
snowpack,  expecially  at  low  elevations,  could  cause  some  very  high  streamflows  to  occur. 

Reservoir  storage  in  the  Truckee  Drainage  is  869,000  acre  feet  or  121  percent 
of  average.    Lake  Tahoe' s  current  storage  has  been  reduced  from  last  month  and 
will  now  hold  175,000  acre  feet  of  storage.    Storage  is  still  111  percent  of 
average  in  Lake  Tahoe.    Storage  on  the  Walker  River  is  101  percent  of  averaae, 
but  indications  are  that  both  Topaz  and  Bridgeport  Reservoirs  will  be  reduced 
to  allow  for  some  increased  storage. 

Streamflow  forecasts  for  the  coming  season  are  excellent  with  all  streams  along  the 
East  Slope  of  the  Sierra  above  150  percent  of  average.    Forecasts  range  from  150 
percent  of  average  on  the  Truckee  River  at  Farad  to  195  percent  of  averaae  on  the  East 
Walker  River  near  Bridgeport.    The  rise  in  Lake  Tahoe  is  forecast  at  2.3  feet  and 
would  bring  the  Lake  to  an  elevation  of  6230.24.    This  would  be  1.14  feet  above  the 
upper  limit  if  the  gates  were  to  remain  closed. 

HUMBOLDT  BASIN 

The  March  1  snow  measurements  range  from  110  percent  of  average  at  the  Lamoille  #3 
snow  course  to  500  percent  of  average  at  the  Midas  aerial  marker.    The  Upper  Humboldt

is  146  percent  of  average  the  Lower  Humboldt  is  200  percent  of  average.  The 
snowpack  in  the  Humboldt  drainage  is  distributed  quite  abnormal  as  the  snow 
above  7500  feet  is  118  percent  of  average  while  below  7500  feet  the  snowpack 
is  217  percent  of  average. 

The  storms  which  occurred  over  the  last  portion  of  February  and  early  part  of 
March  increased  the  water  content  at  Granite  Peak  3.0  inches  of  water 
content  which  is  176  percent  of  the  average  February  increase.    The  same 
storms  have  increased  water  content  at  Corral  Canyon  only  .5  inches  of  water 
content  which  is  25  percent  of  the  total  February  increase. 

Streamflow  forecasts  in  the  Humboldt  are  expected  to  be  excellent.    The  range 
of  forecasts  is  from  110  percent  of  average  on  Lamoille  Creek  to  200  percent 
of  average  on  Martin  Creek. 

Reservoir  storage  in  Rye  Patch  Reservoir  is  146  percent  of  average  and  contains 
177,000  acre  feet.    There  remains  17,000  acre  feet  of  storage  in  the  reservoir 
which  will  easily  be  filled  by  flows  this  spring. 

SNAKE  AND  OWYHEE 

Snow  measurements  taken  near  the  end  of  February  indicate  an  above  average 
snowpack.    The  Snake  River  Basin  is  126  percent  of  average,  and  the  Owyhee 
Basin  is  146  percent  of  average.    Recent  snow  storms  have  increased  the  water 
content  at  the  Upper  Jack  Creek  SN0TEL  site  by  1.5  inches  of  water  content 
which  is  62  percent  of  the  February  average  increase. 

Water  supplies  for  the  coming  irrigation  season  will  be  good.    The  forecast 
for  the  Owyhee  River  at  Gold  Creek  is  30,000  acre  feet  and  130  percent  of 
average  and  the  forecast  for  the  Owyhee  at  Owyhee  is  110,000  acre  feet  and 
137  percent  of  average. 

NORTHERN  GREAT  BASIN 

The  snowpack  measurements  taken  around  March  1  indicate  the  Northern  Great 
Basin  is  176  percent  of  average.    Storms  have  not  traveled  across  this  area 
as  much  as  the  rest  of  Nevada. 

Streamflows  will  be  about  average  with  the  Surprise  Valley  at  135  percent  of 
average.    The  Quinn  River  is  forecast  at  181  percent  of  average,  McDermitt 
Creek  at  166  percent  of  average,  and  the  East  Fork  Quinn  River  near  McDermitt 
at  145  percent  of  average. 

EASTERN  AND  SOUTHERN  NEVADA 

Snow  measurements  in  Eastern  Nevada  has  followed  the  pattern  of  most  of  northern 
Nevada.    Below  7500  feet  snow  measurements  are  200  percent  of  average  and  at 
elevations  below  7500  feet,  the  percent  is  124.    Snowpack  on  Mt.  Charleston  is 
201  percent  of  average.
